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During the period from 19 >8 to 1442 while he was working for 
the Bureau ot National Affairs, lie also was the U. S. editor and 
manager of The Whitehall Letter. The Whitehall Letter was a week- 
newsletter edited in London hy h 1 . s sister, Helen Pauli Ki rknatri k. 
of the Chicago Daily News Foreign Service, and sent by cable to the 1 
U. S. for distribution to a subscribers' list of prominent corporation 
and government officials. As the U. S. editor and manager he w -s 
responsible for editing the Letter in Washington and selling it In the 
United States. 

In June 1942 he was granted war Leave by the U. S. News a d 
joined the Office of the Coordinator of Information. This shortL 
became the Office of Strategic Services, and after four wool s of fra r - 
ing in an O. S. S. school in Maryland, he was sent to the Ol S. S. nr 
in London in November of 1942. Here he organized the Reports Tran, 1 
of the London establishment and was in liaison with the British, "nm. h 
Norwegian, Czech and Polish intelligence services. He also wa ir. 
contact with the Basques in exile. He attended the Poll sh *Tnte1 li- en < 
School in Glasgow. Having developed some expertise in German Order 
of Battle, and with a rather comprehensive knowledge of clandes ine 
collection of Order of Battle intelligence, he was detail ed briefly to 
the Strategic Intelligence Board of the European Command to oatdcio .re 
in the writing of a report on the attrition of the German armies, wit! 
an estimate of how many casualties thov would have to suffer bef ,re 
seeking peace terms. 

In 1944 he participated in the organization and training of t e 
O. S. S. Detachment assigned to the First IJ. S. Army for the lane ne 
in Normandy and served as the intelligence officer of that Detach ne> r 
Upon the activation of the Twelfth TJ. S. Army Group in Normandv , f i 
Detachment was transferred to Armv Group and short.] v thereaft< r h<> 
assumed the command of the Detachment and served in that capa iiv 
until January 1945 at which time the battle lines had reached Luxvinbr ir 
This Detachment maintained close liaison with the French and TV* nd 
.Resistance and served as a channel for the intelligence reports f om 
the Resistance and from O. S. S. agents to Twelfth Army Gt'oup. For 
his work in this particular capacity he received the U. S. Bronze Star 
and the French and Belgian Croix de Guerre. In October 1944 hr was 
asked to fill - in as the G -2 briefing officer . for General Bradley- in 
addition to his duties as O. S. S. Detachment commander and comment* .t 
served as the G-2 briefing officer at Bradley's tactical headtmarl -rs 
for the rest of the European campaign. For his performative in ( ij s 
assignment he received the U, S. Legion of Merit as well an the h urooeai 
Theater Ribbon and five Battle Stars. 
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Upon the conclusion of hostilities in Kutope he wrote a riorum.* : 
for the Twelfth Army Group G-2 entitled "Destruction oi the German 
Armies in the West, " which was widely distributed to U. S and. Mim. 
armies. In addition, he personally conducted a review of the work oi 
the G-Z sections in the European Theater at Division, Corps, Army 
and Group level, and wrote a comprehensive study on how inteih rreno 
was organized and functioned ant the use mane of particular sou rf i 
This study is printed as a part of the official history of the Twehth 
Army Group. 

In July 1945 he was transferred back to the O. S. S. and or. er.m 
to the China-IUirma -India Theater, but because of his length of eer i e 
overseas he was routed through the Zone of the Interior. The .Tnnane ;e 
surrendered while he was in the J. S. ; his orders for CRT were r an- 
ee tied and he was assigned to Washington where he spent the nex moi th 
writing after-action reports on the use of intelligence detachments vG i h 
field armies. 

He left the O. S. S. in October 1945 and returned to the U. d. Km- s 
and World Report as one of the editors of World Report magazin. 
where he wrote on a variety of subjects in the area of foreign affairs, 
covering particularly international aviation as well as handling the 
full-time coverage of the Department of State. During this time ne v /. . « 
asked to prepare the annual article for the Encyclopedia Britannic* 

Book of the Year on "Armies of the World, "“iriitially he did this "hi" 
collaboration with Major General Edwin R. Sibert, who had beer, the 
G-2 of the Twelfth U. S. Army Group, and later on his own. Thi - wrv 
done every year between 1947 and 1460. 

In January 1947, at General Sibert's request, he took leave frer 
the U. S. News and joined the Central Intelligence Group to as sis- in

In July 1960 President Eisenhower named him The Chai rrv i oi 
a Joint Study Group composed of CIA, Defense, State, Bureau of the 
Budget and White House representatives to study the entire forei-n 
intelligence effort of the United States. This Joint Study Group « orU j 
full time for six months on its report which was handed to the Pr asid.-ni- 
°n 15 December I960. The 43 recommendations made by that St yh; 

Group were approved by the National Security Council on 1 H Tannery 1 Ini. 
and the approval was immediately reaffirmed by the Kennedy Adminis 
trat.ion with the result that all 43 of its recommendations have ei her 
been implemented or are in the process of implementation, it was as 
a result of this report that certain of the military intelligence activities 
were unified under the Defense Intelligence Agency. 

In 1960 he received one of the ten National Civil Service Le 
Awards annually given Federal career employees, and also recei zed 
the Princeton Class of 1T38 Woodrow Wil son Award for Owl standmv 
Service. 

On 28 November l'»6l he was relieved of his duties as In sty cto • : 
Geneial and named by John McCono, the new Director, to head a 
three-man study group to review the role of the Director of Centra 1 
Intelligence, the work of the CIA and the work of the IT. S. 5 nf ell vs e 

community. This group worked full time for three months and s« bmiD*d 
recommendations which resulted in major reorganizations within the 
CIA and a general improvement in the work of the intelligence coimnm.ih . 
Much of the present organization of the CIA is as a result of the work 
of this study group. 

In March of 1962 he was designated the Executive Director >f rr - 
the ft 3 man in the Agency (under Mr. McCone and General Carter* win 
the responsibility for the day-to-day management of the organization. 

To these responsibilities were added that of Comptroller ri Decer , bee- 
1963 with full authority over all of the allocation of the moiicv and mn i 
power oi the Agency. In this latter capacity he has beer responsible 
for the implementation in CIA of the economy measures directed hv the 
President with annual savings in the neighborhood of .56 million ir 
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operating expenses and reduction in work force by some 54)0 people | 

in a 16-month period. He has also been responsible for the develop - j: 

merit of a fiscal control system which for the first time is aevel< pinu 1 

a total inventory of all Agency assets. j. 

In 1964 he organized the Educational Aid Fund, a group re-. pen: A o > 

for the development of a scholarship program for the children oi Oil I 

employees. In its initial fund drive this organization has raised $i‘>, >0 i ; 

and anticipates the awarding of at least 3 0 scholarships of $5 00 each = 

for the academic year 1965-66. He has always been active in person e! 
matters and during its existence served as the Chairman of the < IA 
Career Service Board. As the Executive Director -Comptroller ne 1 

chairs the Financial Policy and Budget Committee and sits as a mem ea s 

of the Director's Executive Committee. Together with Sherman Kel t 
in 1954 he developed the quarterly publication, "Studies in Intelligence, i 

which for the first time in U. S. history has commenced the compilation I 

of the literature of intelligence on a classified basis. Ho is a frequent I 

contributor of articles to this quarterly". I 

In 1964 he received from President Johnson the President s Award 1 

for Distinguished Federal Civilian Service.

I apologize for the delay in answering your letter of 7 May 
concerning the t ©nomination ol Lyman B. Kirkpatrick, Jr. , for a 
Rockefeller Public Service Award in the field of Administration* 

Tha views expressed to you in my letter of 10 August i Vto 
ha/e altered only as my admiration for Mr. Kirkpatrick, for his 
devotion and for his capabilities has increased. You perhaps might 
have gained the impression that we had overburdened Mr. Kirkpatrick 
with the duties described in that letter. However, when it Became 
necessary to remodel certain of the fiscal and managerial function# 
of the Agency, we again turned to Mr. Kirkpatrick for the tores und 
dri ve required to make meaningful decisions on, and assume fid] 
responsibility for, the allocation of manpower and money. His 
reward was meager --his title became Executive Director-Comptroller *- 
but hie accomplishments were great and included carrying into effect 
economy measures directed by the President so that in a ! 6-month 
period very substantial savings in operating expenses and man >ow«r 
were realized. In addition, he developed a fiical control system 
which for the first time is systematically inventorying total Agency 
a -s sets. 

He also continued hi* efforts toward establishing additional 
employee benefits, and in 1961 organised an "Educational Aic Fuad” 
to. create a scholarship nrogra n for the children of CIA employees. 

Under Mr. Kirkpatrick* a leadership, a group of senior officials 
conducted a fund dri ve which raised sufficient money to allow the 
granting of 30 scholarships of $503 each for the academic year Q?6$ • 
1966 ,
